Ic the formation of gigantic compa 
oiesor trusts one name stands pre- 
eminent. Who is this wizard before 
whom kings kneel as humble suppl- 
ants soliciting favors, and -mighty no- 
bles, cap in hand, await the wizard's 
pleasure? 


A plain man, not over pretentious 
and yet holding a power as, it would 
seem today, was never held by mortal 
man before. His name is J. Pierpont 
Morgan- Go seek him on the mart 
where the financial character of na- 
tions are bought and sold, where 
trusts are launched involving hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars, holding in 
absolute control not merely one bat it 
may be hundreds, perhaps thousands 
of the greatest undertakings ever con- 
ceived by man since the money-chang- 
ers and those that sold doves were 
driven from tbe temple.

A 
friend who stood beside me, who was 
the representative of the most oower- 
fnl newspaper in So.

"That, sir," my friend answered, "is 
one of the most remarkable men in 
Paris today." 
s-How so?" I asked. 
"Just watch him a minute and you 
will see for yourself.

Keep your eye on him 
L^t us go over. I will introduce you. 
He is a polyglot. Why, sir, he speaks 
every language in Europe with the 
fluency of a native." We met fre- 
quently and I learned to know him 
quite well. 
The man's history has been a ro- 


mance ever since he launched bis frail 
bark on endeavor's stormy sea to fight 
the bard battles of life. 


At 15 years of age we find him on 


his way to London, a bold, self reliant 
boy never doubting his ability to move 
tbe globe, if, like Archimedes, he 
could only find a fulcrum for his lever. 
He entered the office of a relative and 
for tbe next fire years he is getting 
posted in the mercantile ways of the 
town. At 25 he started business for 
himself—he marries. 
In tbe mean- 


time, having taken a mercantile part- 
ner, it was not long till be made bis 
influence felt in England's busy capi- 
tal, and great merchants began to 
speak of him as one of the most prom- 
ising of tbe coming men. 
As I Stood looking at England's great 
promoter I could not help being re- 
minded how different were the Eng- 
lish and American methods in secur- 
ing mercantile and manufacturing su- 
premacy. J. Pierpont Morgan begins 
by pulling down and Joseph Leete hy 
building up. 
The Englishman never uses a threat 
to gain trade. His ways are gentle; 
be is suavity itself: there is a sweet 
smile on his face that is irresistible, 
and he has schooled bis travelers in 
his methods So if be once gets his 
eye on you. like Crocket's coon, yon 
had better come down. His merry eve 
is tbe most prominent feature in Mr. 
Leete's face: in Mr. Morgan's it is not. 
Trusts are now in the ascendency. Be- 
tween trusts and automobiles, we are 
taking terrible chances of losing our 
money or our brains, if we have any.
